The Board of Directors concluded in 
October of 2005 that new facilites 
would be needed to take the 
Chapter into the future. Following 
the 2005 effort, a new task force 
was convened to study the options 
avalable for new facilities 


МА North Carolinas Headquarters 
are curent located at 115 West 
Morgan Street, in the historic City of Raleigh Water Tower The tower's 


long history dates back to 1887 when the tower was bul by the 
Raleigh Water Works, а private business with the franchise to supply 
Raleigh with its water The two-story brick building to the rear of the 
Tower was the maintenance shop for the water works, 


By 1937, the water supply offered by the Tower was insufficient and the 
tank wat removed. The tower was abandoned The property was sold 
toa Raleigh architect, Wiliam Henly Deitch, FALA, in May of 1938. Mr. 
Пение converted the space into his offices, and created the courtyard 
that now exists between the two buildings 


In 1963, Mr. Бейл deeded the property to the North Carolina 
Chapter of the American Institute of Architects in perpetuity with 
restrictive covenants on the preservation of the exterior. In addition, he 
retained the night to maintain a personal office space in the tower unti 
his death in 1974 (continued on page 8)

Industry groups began opposing certain provisions of the LEED rating 
systern. The bill responds to AIA 2010 challenge to reduce the amount 
of carbon emissions in bulding construction and operation by 5 


58 851 Building Permit Rebates for Sustainable Design & 
Construction - An innovative concepts being proposed by the 
Charlotte Mecklenburg Building Department to incentive owner 
design and buld their facilities using sustainable building practices

State Energy Office Attacks ~The State Energy Office at the ime of 
this wnting is under attack by the State Senate. The annual Budget bil 
was passed by the House in the middle of May and then the Senate 
began its deliberation on the document. During the debate, а new 
provision was sipped in which eliminates the State Energy Office and 
sends a couple of positions to the State Construction Office anda few 
more positions ta the Department of Natural Resources 


IA North Carolina and other groups are lobbying to have the Office 
reinstated and fly funded in the final budget compromise м
